Manufacturers generally believe that they will 
continue to make progress so long as the tariff sur- 
diargea at last June are allowad to continue, but In 
B.C as elsewhere the growth of automation engen¬ 
ders doubts that the number of now Jobs will be ade¬ 
quate to moot the normal growth of the labor force 
and this could be 19 ^'b biggest problem. ’

She la In her iixlles, and the years behind 
her nave been luJed with mucn living, and 
much culm. .She ivaa born io liurham. h.. g- 
land—lieaier Charlotte Madden. ~such an oal- 
la-hioned name." she rouums, "g.ven me lor 
my giaiiumother,''~ and ahe was ihe eka.-sl 
el SIS. all chlidren of a second marriage. 

Ineir lather waa both a parson anu'a very 
tine artist. When his first wite died his whole 
lUe seemed Io tall apart, and he went ovii to 
Ausiraiia in an elforl to rebuild It. He had 
three parishes there. SO miles apart, and be 
rode liotn one church to another on horsebaiii. 
packing his artlsl's gear and skeichlng as Ire 
went. His water colors were boautltul and 
Impressive, although at lirsi, when he Hnally 
retumsd to England, he did little with them 
except give them atvav as gltia In laier years 
some ol them found tbelr way to London's 
galleries, 

Tbe home Heater remembers bast was a 
large rectory near Newport. In Shropshire. Hus 
may have been paii of a once-slorled mansion, 
as the original home had had a moal. fed by 
■ siitall stream, all iha way round II. This, 
though only part ol If was left, together with 
Ihe layout ol Ihe extensive grounds, stables, 
outbuildings for farm alorfc, summer houses 
and Ihe like, give rise to the theory lhal all may 
have been planned arul bulll in Ihe days when 
ieleiKe and siege of one's holdings were not 
unknown.

Youthful Promise 

The fact that Heater inherited her father's 
talent for painting manlleated llseU at Ihe early 
age of shout 34. She began to copy things 
and did them ao weS that he promptly gave 
her three tubes of primary colon and showed 
her how lo use them. Her special love, howeverl 
was horses, snd h wss a dlalreas to Ihe child 
that Ihe great stables held nothing but a donke.v 
and cart! However, calien arrived frequently 
by horse and buggy—at which time there was 
never sny doubt as lo where the youthful artist 
would be found. Outside, dnwing her favorite 
animal' For a birthday, therefore, her fallwr 
gave her a Rosa Bonhcur plaster model of a

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horse, and Insisted that she should learn to 
draw properly, with art understaading el ana¬ 
tomy—a dictum she has always spfirsclatsd. 

One day, whan Hr. Madden waa In London 
allending an exhlMtlon of his own work, he 
met cme of ihaae gentlemen who. having dla- 
covered Canada, was engaged In leUing it, by 
various represemstions bath honeol and other¬ 
wise. lo would-be aettlers. Mr. Madden had 
been 10. He and his wife had often diae us aed 
a passible move. And now the thought of 
Canada 'ap p e a l e d. Besktes. the children had a 
governess whose mother lived in the new coun¬ 
try and was a source of much Inicrasling In¬ 
formation. The Kootetiays called . . . and Mr. 
Madden came out alone to look the ailuallofi 
over. Upon seeing Ihe land which had bean ao 
highly touted to bbn he refused it Batiy, but 
he did buy IS acrea not far from Waldo and 
Batnea Lake. And he sent for his family. 

Hester was 13, <Sd enough ttf'Idke part In 
whal waa going on at home and to he of help, 
and she remembers the teniflc chore it was lo 
organize such a complete break la their way 
of life. The rectory was full of beautiful things, 
only a few of which they could take, and which 
lo keep and which to sell was something of a 
hearthredk. They arranged for an auction, but 
K hen the hour came the auctioneer who shosjred 
up was dismayingly intoxicated, and the flrten- 


rial result was nowhere near what It Miould 
have been. The oldest little girl remembers 
even now how she groomed their donkey, 
polished Its harness and repainted the cart, and 
how bitterly she resented the sad little price 
these treasures fetched! 

Another biller blow concerned their mosl- 
vslued books, all carefully segregated for ahip- 
mmt lo Ihe new land. Through the workmen's 
carele ss ne ss these went for a song -and fha 
discards which turned up with the rest of the 
family's retained possessions were of lilUe 
comfort In Ihe Canadian wOderTiess. 

Their early days In BC. were those of all 
our hardy pioneers. There were other eetllers 
In t^r community, all starting from acratrh, 
and their temporary housing was In a lelally 
Inadequate frame buihliiig with some 30 hed- 
rooms. run bv people who catered to Ihe new¬ 
comers- up lo a point! 

It was October, anil one of the Inleiior'a 
coMesi winters was on .Its wav. Tt** .%! bed¬ 
rooms had no heal beyond one small stove for 
Ihe lot. Snow drifted In through Ihe cracks In 
Ihe thin walls and under windowsills and donr- 
framea. Water Inadvertently left ovemighi In 
china pitcher or washbowl fmate, and In the 
momlitg Ihe containers were cracked and 
broken, so that all these gradually diaappeared 
enlirely. Mrs. Madden bought a tin heater and 
a "Little Datey" kettle, and half the men rams 
to her dally for their shaving water Seme of 
Ihe new arrivals were living hi tents. 

Odd Characters 

Today Mrs Wlikinaon still laughs al the 
memory of the extreordliairy characters they 
met during that period of communlly living. 
One was e retired Indian Army captain, very 
pompous and eternally hogging the one and 
only bathroom. He h^, he Informed one and 
all, done a vast amount of Mg game hunting 
In Africa, and was very good Indeed at It. Hla 
reputation dwindled, however, when be sallied 
forth bilo the Conadtan wildrriMsa to prove hla 
prowess -and shot a cow! 

In due time the Maddens bulll their mvn log 
house and moved Into it. And Ihe children grew 
up. Hester kept on with her drawing and 
painting, and with aeveral oilier activities as 
welL She laughi achool for a while, and ahe 
became a good practical nurae. Whenever 
medical nek> waa ohy In Ihe vldnlly. they called 
on Hester, and she went out on all aorta of very 
peculiar Joba at peculiar hours. 

She well remembers a particularly eerie ease 
when ahe arrived. In Ihe dead ol night, to find 
In darknesa and behind an evllly-rraaklng door, 
Ihe patient dead and toi his coffin, the wife gone 
quite mad and scrsamlng. and oevera] omaU 
chlidren unfed and Irrozlng. There was not a 
scrap of food in Ihe house, and aa the woman 
had boen In Ihe habit of flinging slops out 
through Ihe door Into Ibe helow zero weather, 
the Good Samaritan aliaost broke her neck 
before she had a chance to be pf any aaaistance.

Wood and naier—what per- 
feet ingredienta for a per¬ 
fume. Here ia the acent of 
earth'i relaxatioo: that quiet 
reeling after the tabor and 
turmoil of summer and the 
^Mded disturbanae of early 
faU. I draw long, deep breaths 
of fulfillment and content The 
■cent of river and focest ia 
in my noatrila and my eyea 
are soothed by the cool, aoft- 
■lepping November wind. 

After the nrat snowfall 1 
<*o a great deal of burning, 
giving myself any number of 
reasons for this preference of 
season. The real one is that 
I like to watch a great fire 
glaring red against the dark¬ 
ness of the woods behind It 
There is something elemental 
and huge about it compared to 
the small, dvlllzed glare in my 
heater. Usually I pile rotten 
•ood logs and brushwood be¬ 


tween stumps that I wish to 
oust- By the second day the 
fire has made a cavern for 
itself underneath the heap. 
Pointing the walls, celling and 
floor of this cave a light red 
stippled with yellow. 

Pine branches are the moat 
beautiful when burning. The 
kmg. bunched needles turn 
into glowing taaseU of golden 
thread which look as soft as 
silk. Soon these are overlaid 
"’ith a delicate grey tLssue 
through which the gold pulaes 
like a beating heart. Fir and 
hemlock have their brief 
beauty also m the short, 
branched needles become 
rosettes of flame which ahim- 
mer and fade along the twigs, 
transforming each one into a 
garland for aome fife queen's 
shining hair. At night the 
flames twist up like glowing 
wires, which change to danc-

higher and higher by the fire's 
hot breath. 

Sometimes the smoke filters 
through the foiest, bringing 
out into eerie, disembodied re¬ 
lief those paru of the trees 
which it does not cover. But 
somellnws it begins to climb, 
quickly and steadily, tha 
flanks of the high cliff behind 
the house. Soon h U drifting 
acroaa the very promontory 
“'here I have aat ao many 
times and 1 feel more than a 
little envy of such ease and 
rapidity of movement. In one 
deep dusk this high smoke 
caught the last rays of the ret¬ 
ting .sun and became the saf¬ 
fron veil of some m>’sterious 
houit One clear, cold night 
the last rays of an invisible 
moon transmwled It Into a 
great cobweb of crystal and 
silver, which surely had been 
spun by stars and not by fire 
at all. 

The clink of wood being split 
for the cooking stove is a mus¬ 
ic*! sound. The big logs for 


the healer aupply a bare 
chunk-chunk. Oertain pieces 
of fir stain my fingers with 
pitch and I know that after 
dark there will be a faint 
phoaphoresoent gidw in tha 
wuodshed with quick, hot flrea 
to oofne. 

The near-rare of cedar, the 
primrose of rotting hemlock, 
the clear Ivory of fir glow 
softly against their back¬ 
ground of eve>Yreeti. I feel 
almoat guilty when I take 
them away from it. giving 
them instead only the prosaic 
frame of my pole woodahed. 
But there are times when that 
freme becomes a rare and 
lovely thing: when a winter 
sun shows on the far side of 
Marina Island, a red lamp 
glinting to the woodshed door. 
Great lengths of dtrine and 
flamingo bunting are thrown 
up the aky, the blue moke 
from my chimney drifts acroaa 
them—and there is the late 
autumn sunset so many artists 
have attempted, held clear and 
sbaip for one November 
moment.

Dr. Helmcken advised Dolly be 
waa expecting a bouseful: "1 tidd 
Archie to ootne and Hue wtih me 
during the aeaalon. nrhlch mcona 
Ihal bis wife, children and aerysnt 
are to come also. So you sec 1 shall 
have quits enough of company and 
potltlcs tor some time." 

Like all gisndtalhers. Dr. Helm- 
ckrn loved hla grandchildren, but 
the nolae —oh, my. the noUe: “1 
think the trumpets and drums and 
whistles will aD have been de¬ 
stroyed by that lime, and you may 
rely iupon It that I will not buy 
any tpore, whilst they are inmaies.“ 
And he caught hta breath as be 
saw the youngsters sprouting up 
before his very eyes; "Bye the 
bye-Jack must be growing a big 
boy ... lie asked me for marbles 
the other day — This Is a great ad¬ 
vance Inwards manhood. 1 suppose 
shortly he will demand tops, snd 
not be afraid Ihal a kite will puH 
him up to the riouda." 

Neui Year's Calls 

And thus having dlapoaed of l^e 
grandchildren. Dr. Helmrfcen got 
back to tell Dolly mote about New 
Year's Doy; "I went as usual to 
aoe my oM friends ... a lovely day. 
quite warm. I saw the Works, the 
FInlaysons. the Charles. Munna, 
Lewis. Nkhntlra. Carrs and some 
others, but Mrs. Thimle. old Todd, 
Mrs. Starr and Mra. Needham were 
out.“ 

Dr. Helmcken regretted the 
changing times: "Vlaitlng la going 
out of faabkm here ... a few of 
the beet people declining to le- 
oetvo ... not even having a basket 
to receive cards! However, there 
wUl always be some visiting done 
by the old people. I forget how 
many vtatlors Amy had here. Of 
course lliey oame to aee her, and 
not me." 

Weil, Dr. Helmcken wouldn't be 
"at borne" ctlher lor the first while 
after Dolly returned: ."When you 
come home I mean to have my

Mr and Mrs. G. A McTavtsh. Mrs. 
HcTavtah, who wsa Amy. wrote to 
her brother, James Douglas Helm- 
cken. asking him to be godfather. 
He was then studying medicine In 
Edinburgh, and Vkrtorla'a future 
and much bdoved "Dr. Jim" wrote 
beck: "My deer sister—Your epistle 
of the 36lb June safely to hand. 
I shall be delighted to have your 
youngest hopeful, on the occasion 
of whose birth I must congratulate 
you, BB my godaoiL 1 am very 
sorry 1 shall not be prspent at the 
ceremonial, but 1 daresay aomeone 
will aland for me. Neville Douglas 
is a very pretty name indeed, but 
where on earth ha%w you got the 
Neville from? 

"Well, who's to be godmother? 
Somebody awfully nice, for mind, 

1 do not wish to be isanelated in 
this undertaking with an ancient 
dame, or proud, stuckup beauty. 
Somebody nice, grnud and quiet.* 
In typical younger brother fash¬ 
ion he wrote to hla big alstar: 
"What a stock of McTavlahes this 
world teems destintd to hold. If 
your family coatlnuas to InriToar 
this way. ihers wonY bs much 
room left in &C. for anyone ahe." 

In a graal rush, he told Malar 
Amy soma of Iho news from Edin¬ 
burgh; "Aunt Jana (Mrs. Alexan¬ 
der Grant Dollaai. eacclia and two 
koy» were here about a month ago. 
Aunt J. is a regular bullcdub ... 


but full of good humor ... We had 
a very nice lime of it altogether. 

"It wants but a few minutes of 
12. so that I must be off to the 
Infirmary, after which I shall go 
to Trtidly (three miles wslkl for a 
aea bathe. I go nearly every day 
before (tinner. It is a long way to 
go. bui on# does not mind that for 
the pleasure lo be derived from It 
Now, goodbye. Love lo everyone, 
from your affectionate brother. J. 
Douglas Helnudcen." 

The naming of the new McTaviah 
baby became a family affair—dls- 
cuaaed and debated across the 
ocean. Mrs. McTaviah's slater 
Dolly, then In Europe wrote; "My 
dearest Amy — I should so much 
bke lo see the bsby. Uliat s pretty 
name It haa. I prefer Claude Dnug- 
las—but I still think he haa a very 
pretty name. Gad bless the little 
fellow. That dear boy Jack must 
be a darling, gnd dear little Riu— 
how I Just tong to see them." 

Mrs. McTsvlah. learning she had 
mysHOed her brother James with 
Neville, and that her Mater Dijlly 
preferred Claude to Neville, drop¬ 
ped the coniroveralal name, calling 
her new ana Duncan Dougtaa Mr- 
Tavlth -and he. for years an aider- 
man of Victoria- lives now at View 
Royal.
